Red. Cross in devoting such a large proportion of its 
war funds to the unceasing shipment of parcels to pris¬ 
oners of war. 

The Red Cross has literally preserved the lives of 
thousands of these men with the unfailing shipment of 
parcels of food, and the additional morale-building gifts 
of games and books. The weekly, parcels are a life¬ 
line by which they hang on to existence and hope.

GIRL BABIES IMPORTANT 

A conviction that dies hard is the great advantage of 
^ being boi-n into the male sex. A boy baby is gen¬ 
erally regarded as of higher rating than a girl baby,, 
except perhaps to the parents. Whatever the origin of 
this prejudice, it is encouraging to hear someone tak- , 
ing the view that girl babies are much more import¬ 
ant than mere boys. 

This sentiment comes from a soldier in the front lines, 
in civil life one of Canada’s leading younger statistic¬ 
ians. Writing to his sister, he says: “I hope your com¬ 
ing baby is a girl. I say this in the knowledge that a 
vigorous, increasing population for Canada hereafter, 
wiil depend on the augmentation of the net reproduction 
rate, which is a measure of the growth of the femin¬ 
ine population only. It has nothing at all to do with 
male births. That is to say, girl babies are of a higher 
degree of priority than boy babies.” 

This thought is interjected in a letter written prac¬ 
tically under gunfire. If it is to'any extent typical, 
it is invigorating to think that Canadian boys in the 
• very heart of action are planning the future of Can¬ 
ada, and of future generations. 

This young man evidently places great emphasis on 
the responsibility of the women of Canada in produc¬ 
ing a vigorous nation. He considefs^the girl babies of 
greater potentiality than the boys because they are the 
child bearers. And he calls on our women to step up 
production in this field. 

If the world of men can find no better use for the 
young and virile than to drive them to war every twen¬ 
ty years—to death or maiming—they have not much of 
a sales talk to offer womankind. It is grotesque to ex¬ 
pect women to carry put the task of bearing and up- 


All this is aside from the outgoing volume of cloth¬ 
ing, medical supplies, hospital requirements for the 
armed services and for military hospitals. It is aside 
also from the Blood clinics which are soliciting blood 
to save lives on the battlefields. 

The infinity of life saving deeds performed by the 
Red Cross cannot be catalogued in full, nor will full 
realization come till the war is over, and statistics com¬ 
piled. But no human being can doubt or belittle the 
values rendered. The annual Red Cross campaign is 
on now. Be generous. 


bringing of their beloved young, only to have them 
sacrificed to war. But if the world into which we are 
advancing carries promise of useftfl, happy living for 
the normal life span, the appeal to Canadian women to 
have larger families is timely and soundly based. 

Canada is a land of all too meagre population, and 
admittedly the population best suited to the country 
and promising steadiest and quickest national advance¬ 
ment is from native stock. The importance of women 
as motheis of mankind has fallen into decline in this 
country as in many other countries. Motherhood has 
been exalted only theoretically. In actual practice wo¬ 
men in business, in professions and anywhere but in 
the home have been regarded as the consequential mem¬ 
bers of the sex. Complete overshadowed has been wo¬ 
man as the mother and the home-maker. 

The art of home making, of producing healthy chil¬ 
dren and guiding them wisely in formative yer-s, is the 
most useful and vital seivice which can be performed 
for community or nation. But it must be recognized in 
actual national practice as the greatest of all skills. 
That is, the home-maker must have the security of 
liveliehood for her family, and the security of health¬ 
ful, happy environment for the upbringing of children. 
And if under favorable material conditions, the mother 
fails in her career, through her own indifference or ne¬ 
glect she should carry more responsibility for that fail¬ 
ure. .- 

Not all women are naturally fitted to be patient, un¬ 
derstanding mothers and home makers. There should 
he iiuel igrnt training for this lifework. Probably that 
young soldier in the trenches, planning a vigorous Can¬ 
ada, would have ideas on all the dovetailing conditions 
which would encourage Canadian women to assume 
greater responsibilities of home and children.

Some of 
them avoid it by not bringing down 
the budget unti the session is well 
spent and members eager to get 
home. In Canada our Prime Minis¬ 
ter calls a session on March 19th 
for a pai iament' which expires on 
April 17th. He will expect it to' 
giant several billion dollars and if 
they go on asking quest ons and re¬ 
tailing prevance l e w 11 charge them 
with, obstructing the King’s business 
and damaging the war effort. 

There’s a man up in no. them 
Manitoba who must be wondering 
what shenanegans are going on in 
our nation’s capital. Short months 
ago, s nsing crisis, he hust ed theie- 
and, finding his intuition correct, 
sent out a call to the faithful Com¬ 
mons. From the Premier’s office 
came the explanation that he was 
no usurper, that, as Speaker it was 
according to Hoyle or protocol.

Bob Edwards’ “Eye Opener' 



Bob Edwards was editor of the High River Eye Opener from 1902 
to 1904, and of the Calgary Eye Opener in succeeding years.

Dormancy in Seeds 

Seeds of some crops will germinate 
within a few days after harvest. 
Others remain dormant for some 
weeks or even months. Seeds of 
many common weeds may remain 
dormant in the soil for year-, despite 
the fact that conditions of moisture, 
temperature and aeration may he 
suitable^for germination. Fanners 
often Gave reason to wish that 
wheat and barley seeds would re¬ 
main dormant much longer than 
they do, because iosses from sprout¬ 
ing in the siook and swath are 
considerable. Longer spells of wet 
weather are usually r< quired to 
induce oats to germinate in the 
stook.' 

The results of a germination test 
should indicate the percentage of 
live seeds capable of producing 
vigorous seedlings. It some seeds 
remain dormant the gegninaiing 
ability of the .sample will he under¬ 
estimated Fot this reason, : 1 
properly equipped laboratories sub¬ 
ject seed samples to a pre-chilling 
treatment which usually 'breaks' the 
dormancy. 

This year, due to peculiar weather 
conditions, a gotxl many samples, 
particularly of oils, have remained, 
domftnt longer than usual and p; ■- 
chilling has not always completely 
overcome the dormancy. After the

Selenite Crystal 
On M. Thorne Farm

Bob Hadden of Adcrsyde-is asked 
by a new.-paper man from Warico^ 
l h o, to write an aiticle for the 
i,o ks' and Aiinera s magazine on the 
field crystals found in a field on the 
lar.ii of the late Milt Thorne.

to be very ru.e both in United State.-; 
and Canada and their piesence in any 
loeat on i oases great inteiest among 
mineralogists. A number of samples 
have been sent by Mr. Hadden to L. 
i>. col.ecto s who consider them very 
tii e. Selenite is colorless, tva .spa - 
ert crystal, or may be found in thin 
transparent (lakes. It used to be val¬ 
ued in bygone ages for magical paw¬ 
ns (deiivaton the moon) but no 
don. t modern science has developed 
n oie practical uses. 

The selenite crystals on the Thorne 
farm n ay be found in many fantastic 
shapes, but are mainly in round balls. 
There is also selenite west of High 
River but it is flat and flaky. 

Twenty-five years ago a Dominion 
government survey of this area was 
n ado and the government report 
sieaks of the clay where \hc crystals 
a;e found. This clay according to the 
government report, is similar to that 
fiom which Medicine Hat pottery is 
trade, and was found in a bed about 
800 yards wide. Mention is also made 
in the report of its proximity to the 
railway line, and the possibility of 
commercial values. Elsewhere in the 
same report is a mention of a water¬ 
fall where ihe Highwood runs through 
a gorge about 6 miles noith-east of 
Aldersyde. Attention is called to this 
as a source of available power. 

An int resting part of this district 
geologically is at the junction of 
Sheep Creek and tie Highwood where 
many fo sils have been found. There
